Subject  Sidewalk  Construction  at  Parkview  Hospital-Rig av  Required 


COPIES  TO: 


In  order  to  complete  sidewalk  construction  in  front  of  Parkview  Hospital, 
additional  right  of  way  is  required  along  State  Boulevard.  It  has  been 
determined  that  a strip  of  land  680  feet  long  by  5 feet  wide  (3400  Sq.  Ft.) 
will  be  necessary.  This  proposed  walk  will  be  located  in  such  a manner 
as  to  provide  for  a future  deceleration  lane  which  will  continue  from  the 
present  one  and  run  eastward  to  Carew  Street.  At  this  time  a deceleration 
lane  is  not  necessary.  However,  in  talking  to  Parkview  officials,  they 
indicated  their  future  expansion  program  on  Carew  Street  might  warrant  a 
deceleration  lane  on  State  Boulevard.  Tom  Manny  has  concurred  with  their 
view.  The  ideal  situation  would  be  to  construct  the  walk  and  deceleration 
lane  at  the  same  time.  Our  main  concern,  however,  is  to  complete  the 
sidewalk  construction  in  time  for  school  in  September. 

Our  office  had  discussed  this  situation  with  Parkview  as  early  as 
March  1,  1972.  At  that  lime,  our  position  was  to  have  Parkview  take  the 
initiative  by  constructing  their  walk  privately,  thereby  eliminating  the 
lengthy  Barrett  Law  process.  Their  has  been  great  reluctance  on  their 
part  to  do  anything  positive.  Their  counter  proposals  ranged  from  installing 
a traffic  signal  at  Carew  and  State  so  that  pedestrians  could  cross  to  the 
north  side  of  State;  to  rezoning  the  lot  at  the  northwest  corner  of  that 
intersection  for  a parking  lot  to  be  used  for  their  personnel  and/or  visitors. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  if  Parkview,  at  this  time,  were  to  submit 
building  plans  to  improve  their  property,  it  is  within  the  scope  of  the 
Board  of  Works  present  policy  to  (l)  require  additional  right  of  way  along 
State,  (2)  construct  a deceleration  lane  and  (3)  construct  sidewalk.  All 
this  would  be  at  their  own  expense. 

It  is  felt  that  a public  institution,  especially  a hospital,  should  have 
higher  regard  for  civic  duty  and  more  particularly,  public  safety,  than  what 
has  been  displayed  in  this  instance. 

We  are  asking  for  permission  to  proceed  with  the  condemnation  of  right  of 
way,  and  shortly  thereafter  to  process  the  Improvement  Resolution  necessary 
to  construct  this  walk.
